Elaborate Displays That Will Interest 
Mining Men and Firms Alike. 



For the practical meu. those who 
visit fairs and expositions for what 
they may learn that may be of prac- 
tical benefit to them, the exhibits of 
machinery at the Appalachian Expo- 
sition, to be held in Knoxville, Tenn., 
Sept. 12 to Oct. 12, next, will hold in- 
terest second to no other feature. 

There will b.» a machinery display 
that promises to exceed in many 
ways any e%'er before shown in the 
south. A commodious section of the 
main building at the exposition has 
been set apart for displays of ma- 
chinery, thirty-six spaces having been 
alloted for this feature, and 'already 
numerous reauests for space have 
been received from some of the larger 
machinery dealers and m.anufacturers 
of the country.

$8.00 for low'grades. The market wts 
strong at the close. 

— A dispatch from Carlisle says: 
‘‘Nicholas county has a mare that has 
just dropped three j< well-developed 
mule colts. The mare belongs to Mrs. 
Lizzie McCormick, of Carlisle, and 
the mare and colts are quite a curios- 
ity and are attracting much attention." 

— The Kentucky Wool Pool is report- 
ed to control about 100,00 pounds of 
the product and it is said several man- 
ufacturing concerns are negotiating 
for it. It is thought prices will ran^e 
slightly lower than last year when the 
crop brought 25 cents to 35 cents, as 
to grade.
